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Planned Sale of BARC Lands Worries Council

The Greenbelt City Council ,on Wednesday, October 6, 
found that what many had hoped would be only a case of 
Federal deficit-cutting zealotry is turning into much more: 

Uncle Sam is in the real estate business — for real. 

Dr. Paul Putnam, Director of the Beltsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center (BARC), briefed the council on the 
effect the Reagan administration’s plan to sell “underutil¬ 
ized” parcels of federal land at BARC will have on the 
center’s boundaries, and on development bordering Green- 


BREENBELT METRO LIME SEEMS 
CLOSER WITH RECEHT FUNDING

The hoped-for construction of Metro’s Green Line from 
Fort Totten to Greenbelt is now a probability. 

Last week the Urban Mass Transportation Admini¬ 
stration granted Metro $35 million to buy land and build 
parking lots along the proposed rail line, which will also 
include stops in West Hyattsville, Prince Georges Plaza 
and College Park. 


belt. 

The two parcels, totaling ap¬ 
proximately 260 acres, Include a 
13-acre tract adjacent to the re¬ 
search library at BARC, and a 
247-acre parcel bordered by Odell 
and Springfield Roads, south of 
Laurel along the Baltimore- 
Wash ington Parkway. 

President Reagan issued an ex¬ 
ecutive order (Feb. 25, 1082) set¬ 
ting up the Federal Property Re¬ 
view Board to screen available 
federal land for sale, in the hope 
that the proceeds will help reduce 
the federal deficit. Senator 
Charles Percy (R-IH.) has intro¬ 
duced a resolution calling on the 
administration to evaluate, and 
sell, as many underused parcels 
of land as possible. The General 
Services Administration is serv¬ 
ing as the sailing agent for the 
government. 

The administration has said 
that all interested non-federal 
agencies will have to bid for the 
available land at fair market 
prices. This is a departure from 
past policy which allowed other 
government agencies to acquire 
federal lands less expensively. 

The council members present 
seemed to agree that the BARC 
land is likely to bring competi¬ 
tive bids from private sources, 
thereby making it difficult for the 
state or local governments to pur¬ 
chase the land. 

Putnam told the council the 
two BARC parcels have been of¬ 
ficially “excessed” and are now 
under consideration by GSA, and 
the Review Board, though he 
could not be sure exactly how 
close the land is to being put on 
the selling block. 

Putnam, a former Greenbelt 
resident, presented a brief synop¬ 
sis of the development of the 
Master Plan for the Center, ap¬ 
proved by the National Capital 
Planning Commission in 1979, and 
the subsequent transfer of BARC 
land to both the Treasury De-

partment and the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Administra¬ 
tion. He then went on to explain 
the current situation regarding 
the latest possibility that the cen¬ 
ter's land holdings will be further 
reduced. 

The problem faced by the city 
council is that the federal screen¬ 
ing process, so far, has effectively 
excluded local government from 
any participation. Mayor Richard 
Castaldi characterized the process 
as a tube, into which the council 
has no input, and which it must 
eye with concern, while waiting 
to see “what drops out the other 
end.’' 

Councilman Ed Putens said the 
council’s first goal should be find¬ 
ing out where the process stands, 
and which federal agencies and 
officials to address with the coun¬ 
cil’s reservations about the pro¬ 
posed sale. He said the city's at¬ 
torney should be consulted to find 
out if there are legal avenues to 
pursue. 

The councilmen agreed that 
loss of the land to a private con¬ 
cern, or any concern wishing to 
use the land for non-compatible 
development, could severely dam¬ 
age the aesthetic quality the un¬ 
improved parcels now provide. 

Council instructed City Mana¬ 
ger James K. Giese to inquire 
about the current status of the 
two BARC parcels insofar as the 
U.S. Dept, of Agriculture and the 
Federal Property Review Board 
are concerned. Council also dis¬ 
cussed the possibility for a con¬ 
solidated meeting of interested 
citizens groups and city and state 
officials concerned with preserv¬ 
ing the Agricultural Research 
Center. In additional discussion, 
council sought for ways to dis¬ 
courage further reduction of 
BARC land.

Illustrative of the intense inter¬ 
est that the threatened sale of 
parts of the Beltsville Agricultu¬ 
ral Research Center (BARC) has 
for Greenbelters is that this is 
the fifth time stories on it have 
appeared this year in the News 
Review. Earlier stories appeared 
in issues of April 1 (Would that 
the date were significant! Ed.), 
April 15, June 10 and Aug. 26. 

Strongly protesting the possible 
sale of the BARC parcels have 
been the Prince Georges County 
and Greenbelt City Councils, Sen¬ 
ators Charles McC. Mathias and 
Paul S. Sarbanes, and Congress¬ 
man Steny Hoyer. It has been 
pointed out that sale of the prop¬ 
erty, particularly the larger piece, 
could jeopardize the continued 
functioning of certain NASA in¬ 
struments and interfere with the 
operation of the nearby Patuxent 
Wildlife Refuge and BARC re¬ 
search activities. 

The land used at present 
represents valuable green space 
in the heavily developed Balti¬ 
more-Washington corridor, much 
of it wetlands which provide 
drainage for a much larger area. 
Both parcels are now being put 
to appropriate use pursuant to the 
1979-approved BARC Master 
Plan which, in turn, enjoys the 
support of state and neighboring 
local government agencies. 

Also disturbing and strongly 
protested is the apparent chip¬ 
ping away at BARC. Originally 
much larger—14,000 acres — the 
center is now about 7,200 acres, 
having lost about 1,200 acres in 
the past dozen years alone. These 
earlier losses were less threaten¬ 
ing, however, in that they were 
to other federal agencies (God¬ 
dard and Patuxent among them) 
and local governments or their 
instrumentalities, including the 
City of Greenbelt and the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. Moreover, 
as recently as 1978, the center 
underwent a land utilization sur¬ 
vey after which the Master Plan 
was prepared.

The Federal government has 
made a commitment to fund the 
completion of 75 miles of a pro¬ 
posed 101-mile rail system. The 
segment reaching to Greenbelt 
represents a distance outside 
that 75-mile limit. 

Metro was granted $284 million 
in fiscal 1982. Of the $35 million 
allocated for the Green Line, 
$17.2 million has been appropri¬ 
ated for the building of a 500- 
space parking lot and access 
ramps in Greenbelt, and $2.2 mil¬ 
lion for a lot the same size ih 
West Hyattsville. 

At this time money for con¬ 
struction of the line has not been 
appropriated, explains Gerry 
Gough, Greenbelt resident and 
Metro’s government relations of¬ 
ficer for Maryland.

Construction is at least a year 
away. Metro projects at this time 
that the line will be open some¬ 
time in the early 1990’s.

GHI Board Again Tackles 
Heat Exemption Requests

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of Directors 
met in regular session on Thursday, September 23. The 
board made final determinations on what might have been 
the last requests for rehabilitation-related exemptions. In 
addition, resale inspection requirements were discussed. 

At the Sept. 9 meeting, there lowed, another court member 


had been a discussion regarding 
changing the two solar unit courts 
to electric heat and hot water. As 
requested at that meeting, man¬ 
agement prepared cost estimates 
for both methods. In addition, the 
affected residents were asked to 
inform GHI of their wishes. The 
solar systems appear to be more 
©cutty to run and maintain. Since 
the majority of responding resi¬ 
dents indicated a wish for elec¬ 
tric heat and hot water, the con¬ 
versions will be made. 

Heat exemptions were approved 
for three of the five free-standing 
homes on Woodland Way, with 
details to be worked out with 
management. These homes al¬ 
ready have individual furnaces. 

A member in the 3 court of 
East way was represented by her 
lawyer and a letter from her 
physician indicating that the 
stress of changing heating sys¬ 
tems would be detrimental to her 
health. Details were presented 
of a hot water system to be plac¬ 
ed in the boiler room of her 
court In the discussion that fol- 


complained that the whole court 
had applied for an exemption last 
year and had been turned down 
and now this member is applying 
individually. The board, howev¬ 
er, approved the exemption. 

A member in the 6 court of 
Plateau requested to be allowed 
to change from electric base¬ 
board Heat (already installed) to 
water coil heaters. Although this 
topic had been casually discussed 
in the past, no formal acceptance 
or rejection had been voted. 
Since the heat changeover has 
already occurred, the board is not 
sure what this member wants to 
do. Improvements at a mem¬ 
ber’s expense are often allowed. 
The member is being asked to 
make a specific written proposal 
to the board. 

A final evaluation of resale in¬ 
spection requirements was con¬ 
ducted. These are requirements 
that, once published, will be av¬ 
ailable to members contemplating 
moving from GHI. The require¬ 
ments were amended and ap¬ 
proved by the board.
